Monarchy Ends; Misery 
Continues 


gre political crisis in Spain has resulted in the resignation of King 
Alfonso 13th and, apparently, the end of the Bourbon dynasty. Press 
reports state that, following Sunday’s victory in the elections, by the var- 
ious elements demanding a republic, the King resigned rather than “throw 
the country into virtual civil war.” 


Still, if all reports are true, it is only the figure head of feudalism, 
in the form of the detested monarch, which is gone. There remains the 
economic basis of feudalism strongly rooted in the land-holding system, 
in which three and one-half million impoverished peasant holders are 
subjected to robbery by the nobility, with its three hundred thousand 


enormous estates, and its large financial interests, interwoven with the. 


interests of the capitalist class. 


With the leadership of Spanish capitalists, who are aided by the “so- 
cialists,’ and in the absence of a Communist Party sufficiently rooted in 
the masses, the present movement apparently goes no further than sub- 
stituting the dictatorship of a king for a dictatorship of the capitalist class 
under the familiar guise of a republic. 


The role of the social fascist “‘socialists” is most interesting. When ‘in 
1923 Primo De Rivera established fascism, under which the king was pro- 
,ected, the “socialist” party was the most loyal collaborator with fascism, 
‘specially in organizing joint commitiees of workers and capitalists in the 
factories. They were the most industrious stool pigeons for the dictatorship 
of capitalism, upon which base stood the fascist Rivera and King Alfonso. 


But fascism could not solve the economic crisis which not only set 
in motion theantagonisms between distinct elements of the ruling class, 
but gave’no solution to the poverty of the peasantry and the starvation of 
he proletariat. Neither did it solve the legitimate demand of Catalonia 
for national independence. 


Neither are these questions solved by a so-called “revolution” which 
leaves the property relations exactly as before, which retains the peas- 
antry subjected to the landlords and the banks, which leaves the factories 
in the hands of the capitalists and the power of government in the hands 
of the capitalist class, upon....be it noted....an “agreement” with a 
king who “resigns,” and does so “upon conditions.” The inter-relations of 
capitalism with feudalism is thus given expression as a “gentlemen's 
agreement”—against the masses. f 


It is quite fitting that the “socialist” party, which supported the mon- 
archy and supported fascism, should now—driven by continuing mass dis- 
content—breathe dire threats of a general strike against the monarchy 
in order to cover up with this bluster its support to capitalism in the form 
of a “republic,” which it sets as the aim, and beyond which it declares 
the masses must not go. 


The masses voted for a republic because it was represented to them 
as a solution fro their misery. _But their misery will continue and even 
increase. The landlords and the bonholders still;remain upon their backs. 
And only when the whole of the toiling masses of city and country are 
led worward by the Communist Party of Spain, in the fight for a Work- 
ers’ ahd Peasants’ Government which can only be obtained by the forcible 
overthrow of capitalism, will the Spanish masses reach a solution to the 
problems which set them in motion. 


How soon this may #€ depends upon the Spanish proletariat, and its 
vanguard the Communist Party of Spain.

King Alfonfo XII, the latest cables 
from Madrid say, has resigned. Thru 
this act the capitalist newspapers try 
to make it appear that a bourgeois 
demacratic republic is about to be 
proclaimed in Spain and that mat- 
ters fill be settled “peaceably.” 


The resignation of King Alfonso 
followed municipal elections through- 
out Spain which gave an overwhelm- 
ing majority to the Republican forces, 
showing the revolutionary temper of 
the masses. The elections came aft- 
er a whole series of general strikes 
ni which the revolutionary working 
class forces were ming more and 
more to the forefront. 


The Republican bourgeoisie, with 
the aid of the socialists, had repeated 
conferences with King Alfonso in or- 
der to arrange a settlement thereby 
avoiding a mass uprising and saving 
the basic structure on which the mon- 
archy rested—the’feudal landowners 
and the grip of the Catholic church. 


Niceto Alaca Zamora, leader of the 
republicans, with full approval of the 
socialists, held many conversations 
with the king. After these conversa- 
tions the king said he would resign 
provided certain terms were agreed 
to. 

The Communist Party is calling 
upon the masses to continue to fight 
for their demands, to expose the 
formal vesignation as not a comple- 
tion of the bourgeois-democratic rev- 
olution, but an attempt to. stave it 
off and keep the feudal elements in 
power through other and republican 
forms. The Communist Party of 
Spain is calling upon the Spanish 
workers to fight against the absolut- 
ist monarchists, against the bour- 
geois republicans and against the al- 
lies of the bourgedisie, the social fas- 
cists and anarchists. The program 
of the Communist Party of Spain 
around which it is rallying the mass- 
es, regardless of the formal resigna- 
tion of the king, declares for the fol- 
lowing demands: 

“For a general wage increase! For 
the seven-hour day for industrial 
workers, for the six-hour day <for 
miners and young workers! For the 
introduction of social insurance at the 
cost of the employers and the state. 
For the immediate expropriation of 
all big landowners and the Catholic 
church, Abolition of all church priv- 
ileges, expulsion of the religious or- 
ders. Complete independence of the 
national minorities in Catalonia and 
in the Basque provinces up to sep- 
aration from Spain. Evacuation of 
Morocco and of all colonies. For the 
overthrow of the monarchy not in 
workers or by the formal resignation 
of King Alfonso, but by the estab- 
lishment of a workers’ and peasants’ 
government!”

NEW YORK. — The workers of 
New York will give their answer to 
the latest attacks on the Soviet Uni- 
on by the American engineer, Wil- 
liam H. Grady, at the stirring mass 
farewell to the May Day delegation 
to Soviet Russia tonight at 8 o’clock 
at Irving Plaza, 15th St. and Irving 
Place.

“The attacks of Grady and his 
wife will be recognized by all work- 
ers and friends of the Soviet Union 
for what they are—part of the cam- 
paign to stir up popular sentiment 
against the first Workers’ Republic 
as a preliminary to an armed im- 
perialist attack. Grady says: ‘The 
Russian miner lives on cabbage soup.’ 
That is lie number 1. In addition 
to cabbage soup, he gets meat, pota- 
toes and other food products. He 
says the Russian miners are ineffi- 
cient, because they “are weak from 
hunger.’ That is lie number 2. The 
Russian miners get plenty to eat, 
so they cannot be weak from hun- 
ger.

Using Slogan of Unemployed Relief to Trap 
Negro Workers and Divert Them from

Johnson & Johnson, Needle Trades 
Unger Box, and other factories em- 
ploying women the conditions are yn- 
bearable. The women get wages be- 
tween eight and ten dollars a week, 
in a few cases a little more. Most 
of these women are: the sole support 
of their family. In the General Cigar 
factory where many women and 
young girls work the health of the 
workers is ruined. Workers faint 
every day in the shop. With a few 
yeag@ work in the General Cigar the 
workers get consumption and other 
diseases. 


The bosses themselves admit that 
60 per cent of the workers in New 
Brunswick are women. The women 
workers are forced to do the work 
done before by men for half the 
wages. On account of such condi- 
tions the men workers are forced 
to work for lower wages, being always 
told by the bosses that “we can get 
women to do your work for lower 
wages.” The only solution for the 
workers are for both men and women 
to unite in the fight against wage- 
cuts, demanding that women workers 
get equal pay as men for doing equal 
work, 

Two workers, candidates for City 
Commissioners, one woman a cigar 
worker and one man worker have al- 
ready filed petitions for this office. 
These workers are endorsed by the 
Communist Party and are pledged 
to carry out the Program of the Com- 
munist Party, which include amongst 
its demands the following: 

1. Immediate unemployment relief.

WORKERS STRIKE 


For Better Conditions 
in Laundries 


SAN FRANCISCO, Calif., April 14. 
-~-Two hundred and fifty Chinese 
laundry workers here, members of the 
Shi Fu Tang (Chinese Laundry 
Workers’ Association), went on strike 
today. The strike was called to de- 
mand a reduction in working hours 
from 15 to 12 hours a day; for Sun- 
day off; for seven days’ notice be- 
fore discharge; for raising the wages 
of apprentices from $130 for five 
months to 180; for accident insur- 
ance; for recognition of the union 
and other demands$. 

At .a meeting of shop delegates 
Sunday a strike committee was 
elected of 70 members, including the 
two representatives of the Trade 
Union Unity League. Picketing is 
being organized at a general strikers’ 
meeting tonight. 

The local capitalist press is al- 
ready carrying lying scareheads 
about heavily armed pickets and 
Communist plots, trying to cover up 
the police who on the first day of 
the strike arrested four Chinese 
strike organizers. The greatest mili- 
tancy, determination and enthusiasm 
characterize the strikers’ spirit. 

The strike involves a number 
Chinese laundries. 

The bosses tried to break the strike 
and fooled Negro and Japanese 
workers into working in place of the 
Strikers.

Frame-Up of 9 Part of Terror. 

This vicious frame-up of the nine 
defenseless Negro youths is part 
and parcel of the growing terror 
against the whole working class 
which is directed and inspired by the 
Fish committee thru its agents the 
American Legion, Blackshirts, Ku 
Klux Klan and other patriotic or- 
ganizations, against Negroes foreign- 
borr, unemployed and poor starving 
native white workers north and south. 
The frame-up of the Negro boys is 
being carried out by the same bosses 
end their tools who only last week 
attempted to break up the Unem- 
ployed Council in Greenville, S. C., 
tealting up Negro and white work- 
ers, who were organized to fight 
against starvation, the same scound- 
rels who murdered Ella May Wiggins 
and wounded four other workers in 
an attempt to break up the heroic 
strike of the South Carolina textile 
workers, who brutally beat up and 
attempted to lynch Hurst and Coder, 
organizing joint struggles cf Negro 
ana white workers against unemploy- 
nent and starvation. 

The A. F. of L. fakers, the strike- 
breakers par excellence of the bosses 
are through their Alabama organi- 
zations actively supporting so-called 
Black laws, now before the Alabama 
state legislation. These laws are 
calculated to make the revolutionary 
working class organizations illegal. 
They brand as Communistic, and 
therefore criminal, all agitation for 
social equality and the organization 
of Negro and white workers together 
in the struggle against starvation. 

Negro Reformists Aid Lynchers. 

The Negro reformists and their 
agents among the workers, th fake 
| socialists, Randolph and Crosswhite, 
'are actively helping the bosses in 
| their splitting tactics. Their role is 
'to divert the gathering struggles of 
| the Negro masses into channels 
harmless to the bosses, and to keep 
away from the revolutionary work- 
ers organizations. Everywhere these 
traitors are seeking to strengthen 
reformist illusions among the Negro 
workers. While workers are being 
lynched and murdered all over the 
country, the Negro reformists are in- 
troducing servile resolutions against 
lynching, before fascist A. F, of L.

Facts Prove Silk Bosses Are Trying to Kill 
Five Because of Their Militancy in 


lass Movement 


By ALLAN JOHNSON 

Urban, the Paterson mill owner 
whose recent death has been the ex- 
cuse for the indictment of five work- 
ers on a frame up charge of first de- 
gree murder, embodied in himself all 
the hypocrisy and cruelty of his class. 
As one of the leaders of the Work- 
men’s Circle, a “socialist” organization 
supposedly organized to help workers 
improve their conditions, he contin- 
ually mouthed “left phrases.” That 
is to say, he expressed complete sym- 
pathy with all the aims of the most 
militant workers in the organization. 
Actually, however, wages and working 
conditions in Urban’s shop were 
among the worst in the city of Pat- 
erson. 

It was in keeping with Urban’s 
character that he make a visit to 
Soviet Russia, ostensibly for pleasure 
but actually to try to procure a lu- 
crative contract with the workers’ 
government. His exploiter’s greed 
stuck out all over his personality like 
thorns on a cactus and he wasn’t in 
Russia very long before he learned 
that the Russian workers have a con- 
tempt for him and his kind that they 
make tno attempt to conceal. I 
turned his blood to gall to see work- 
ers—common, ordinary workers he 
called them being treated like kings 
while he, the great Mr. Urban of Pat- 
érson, N. J., was treated like a com- 
mon thief; which, in fact, he was. 
“Love” For Rassia Turns To Hate. 

The “great love” which Urban ex- 
pressed for Soviet Russia back in 
Paterson turned to the bitterest kind 
of hate during his stay in the only 
workers’ republic. His puny mind de- 
termined on revenge against all the 
workers. He returned to the United 
States—without a contract of course 
—~and immediately ended his agree- 
ment with the National Textile Work- 
ers Union, declaring that hereafter 
his mill would be an open shop. For 
this action he was expelled from the 
International Workers Order. 

Last January the workers employed 
by Urban determined to strike against 
their intolerable conditions. The 
chances of success were good, the silk 
workers of Paterson were not likely 
to scab on their fellow workers even 
though unemployment was wide- 


Jobless for Months, 
Donates $5 of First 
Pay to the Party 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 13.— 
Forced to leave the district through 
unemployment and seek work else- 
where, a worker has sent back $5.00 
of the first pay he has received in 
months to help wage the struggle 
against starvation and for unemploy- 
ment relief and insurance. 

He had worked for three weeks as 
a janitor, getting $28.00. He wants 
the money distributed as follows: $1 
to the literature department of the 
Communist Party; $1 to the Party for 
supplies; $1 to the International La- 
bor Defense; $1 to the Young Com- 
munist League, and $1 to the Young 
Pioneers.

than there ever were. Moreover, in 
a series of strikes against individual 
shops led by the National Textile 
Workers Union in recent months the 


‘workers were almost always succéss- 


ful. From the beginning of the strike 
against Urban until February 18, 
when he was attacked by underworld 
enemies, picketing continued quietly 
though none the less effectively. The 
shop was small and the picket line 
rarely contained more than a half 
a dazen workers. 
Attack Woman Picket. 

On the morning of February 18, 
Urban’s automobile drew up to the 
curb in front of his mill. He leaped 
out of the car, and after hurling the 
filthiest sort of abuse at the three 
pickets, Lieb, Katzebuck and Mrs. 
Gershonowitz, began, characteristic- 
ally again, to beat Mrs. Gershonowitz 
with his closed fists. Mrs. Gershon- 
owitz, a victim of chronic heart 
trouble, suffering from anemia and 
recovering from two recent operations, 
covered her face with her hands to 
ward off his blows. The blows sud- 
denly stopped, she raised her head 
and saw Urban lying on the sidewalk 
with blood streaming slowly from @ 
head wound. Several roughly dressed 
men were running away from the 
scene, Mrs. Gershonowitz turned to 
Lieb and Katzebuck, both of whom 
were standing about fifteen feet away. 
Katzebuck was reeling from a blew 
inflicted by the men who attacked 
Urban. They had raised a lump on 
his head that didn’t disappear for 
more than two weeks. 

Lie, Katzebuck and the sickly Mrs. 
Gershonowitz were arrested immedi- 
ately on felonious assault charges. 
Harris and Bart were arrested, as an 
afterthought, the next day even 
though they were nowhere near the 
scene of the attack. Lieb’s bail was 
set at five times the amount of the 
others’ bail. Why? As has been said, 
the mill owners of Paterson have long 
wanted to get rid of Lieb. The attack 
on Urban by his underworld enemies 
has given them their excuse. 


Urban Died of Meningitis 


Five workers were charged with 
murder the day Urban died—of men- 
ingitis, the papers aid. Of these five 
two, Harris and Bart, were not at the 
scene of the attack. A third, Katge- 
buck was reeling from a blow inflicted 
by the same attackers who struck 
Urban. A fourth, Mrs. Gershonowitz, 
is an invalid who has never befere 
picketed and who was being beaten 
herself by Urban when the latter was 
attacked.

ORGANIZE THE STRUGGLE 
AGAINST DEPORTATIONS 
LYNCHINGS 


ARCH 28, the day of struggle against deport- 

ations, lynchings, discrimination, unified the 
workers throughout the country against these 
most vicious attacks of the bosses government. 
Tens of thousands of workers, not only foreign 
born, but Negro and native white as well, de- 
monstrated unitedly in the streets and meeting 
halls. But these demonstrations were still not 

de enough to include the millions of workers 
odin the white terror raging all through the 
country. 


Our next task is to broaden and better or- — 


canize the struggle. For this reason the Na- 
tional Committee for the Protection of Foreign 
Born supported by the League of Struggle for 
Neero Rights, International Labor Defense, 
Trade Union Unity League, and hundreds of 
other workers and poor farmers organizations 
regard the month of April as a month for or- 
canizing the struggle against deportations, lynch- 
ings and discriminations. All through the month 
ef April we shall have conferences of organiza- 
tions In every city, in every mining town all 
through the United States. These conferences 
must serve to mobilize wide masses for May Day 
and the continuation of the struggle. 


The terror against the foreign born aims to 
divide and weaken the workingclass, so that the 
struggles of the working class for unemploy- 
ment relief, against wage cuts, against prepara- 
tions for imperialist war can be easily smashed, 
this terror is continually growing. ‘There are 
such a great number of attacks upon the or- 
ganizations and institutions of the foreign born 
and againgt the entire working class generally, 
that it bécomes difficult to give a «full picture 
of the wide offensive of the ruling class. 


It will be sufficient, merely to enumerate the 
main instances where the attacks upon the for- 
eign born directly hurt the whole working class, 


The Yokinen case; the Federal government 
ordered the deportation procedure against Yo- 
kinen, a. Finnish worker, because reversing his 
former stand he came out decidedly for the 
struggle against race prejudice, for the unity 
of the Negro and white workers. In this case 
the terrorization is used to divide the Negro 
workers from the white workers. 

In Lawrence, Mass., in order to break down 
the strike led by the National Textile Workers 
Union, the government ordered the arrest of 
Murdock, Devine, and Berkman, leaders of the 
strike, and started deportation procedure against 
them, even though two of them were born in this 
country. 

Kassay, Hungarian worker of Akron, Ohio, 
arrested on frame-up charges manufactured 
against him that “he intended to spit on several 
rivets on the gigantic airship now being built 
in Akron, in order to disable the Zeppelin.” 
This frame-up is aimed to lay the basis for a 
still wider deportation drive against the foreign 
born and an even sharper attack against the 
Communist workers, since Kassay is a sympa- 
thizer of .f{he Communist Party. 

Louis Bebrics, editor of the Hungarian work- 
ers’ paper “Uj Elore,” is under deportation pro- 
cedure at the request of the Fish Congressional 
Committee for no other reason than that he 
dared publicly state the aims of the Communist 
Party in fighting for relief for the unemployed, 
for Negro Rights, for the defense of the. Soviet 
Union, etc. 


Serio, an Italian revolutionary worker, who 
came to this country as a political refugee, is 
to be turned over to the hangmen of Mussolini 
for: his fight against fascism, if we will not be 
able to stop this action of the bosses’ govern- 
ment. 

The, leaders of the oriental workers in this 
country, like Li and Wing, Chinese, and Ken- 
motsu, Japanese workers, have been ordered to 
be deported by the government. 

In Portland, Oregon, -12 immigrant workers 
had been taken in a raid on the Workers Cen- 
ter Hall and 13 others against whom deporta- 
tion procedure could not be started, were also 
arrested charged with “Criminal Syndicalism.” 


Together with the Federal government, local 
organs for the persecution of foreign born are 
being set up in the different cities, like the 
Criminal Alien Bureau in New York City, where 
one of the most corrupt city governments, which 
shields the underworld and is part of it, rounds 
up the foreign born workers under the pretext 
of “fighting gangsterism.” 


The persecution of the foreign born goes hand 
in hand with lynching of Negroes and jailing 
of native born workers. The flogging of Hurst 
and Coder, militant workers in Dallas, Texas; 
the sentence of 42 years imprisonment of the 
leaders of the Imperial Valley agricultural 
strike; the murder charge against 5 New Jer- 
sey textile workers; the lynching of 10 Negr 
already this year, the legal lynching of 8 Negro 
youths at Scottsboro, Ala., the revival of the 
Michigan case against the leadership of the 
Communist Party; the clubbing and jailing of 
the masses of unemployed workers, picketers, 
strikers, etc., shows the way to fascization in 
this country. 

In this situation we must also have our plan 
of action against the plan of action of the rul- 
ing class and supported by millions of foreign 
born, Negro and native white workers. In the 
month of April we must have in every city of 
the country, conferences, attended by delegates 
from societies of the foreign born workers, local 
unions, groups of shop workers, cultural organi- 
zations, unemployed councils, Negro mass or- 
ganizations, etc. 

At these conferences a definite stand shall be 
taken not only against the persecution of the 
foreign born workers and Negroes, going on all 
through the country, but especially against those 
forms of persecution going on in these Citiés. 

In those cities where the city conferences for 
the protection of foreign born were already held, 
the next task is to affiliate all organizations and 
to initiate such conferences in nearby cities and 
towns. 

The holding of the city conferences shall be 
the real start for a more organized and much 
broader struggle against deportation, against all 
forms of discrimination and against lynchings. 
Our struggle must reach the masses in the fac- 
tories, shops, mills, mines, where discrimination 
against the foreign born and Negroes (low 


and where there is a special discriminatory lay 
off of foreign born workers. Joint committees 
of action of foreign born, native white and 
Negro workers in the shops shall be created to 
lead a unified struggle avainst discrimination in 
tnese shops and for affillation to the city com- 
mittees for the protection of foreign born. 

In every organization represented at the City 
Conferences or affiliated to the city committees 
for the protection of foreign-born, a large group 
of members should be selected for active par- 
ticipation in the day to day work of the com- 
mittee for the protection of foreign born. 

On every occasion, when the persecution of 
the foreign born workers demands demonstra- 
ticus and mass meetings, such demonstrations 
and mass meetings stiall be held with the full 
cocpcration of every organization affiliated to 
the City Committees or supporting the City 
Committees. Protest resolutions and telegrams 
shall be proposed at such mass meetings to be 
sent to different Legislative bodies, State gover- 
nors, U. S. Department of Labor, etc., perc cesion: 
to the case. 


Against local discrimination (like refusal to 
hire non-citizens for public works, etc.) mass 
delegations shall be elected to present the de- 
mands of the organizations, affiliated or sup- 
porting the city committee for the protection of 
foreign born to the municipal government, back- 
ed up by mass demonstrations of the workers. 


All these organizations of workers who sup- 


born are called upon to also support the League 
of Struggle for Negro Rights, the organization 
fighting against lynching, Jim Crowism, segreg- 
ation, etc., and supporting the struggle against 
deportation and also the International Labor 
Defense, the defense organization of the workers. 

The City conferences, mass meetings, the pub- 
lication of leaflets and other agitational material, 
protest demonstrations, the whole movement all 
through the month of April, shall be directed 
in such a way that the masses aroused for 
struggle against deportations, lynchings and dis- 
crimination, shall participate in the great May 
ist demonstrations, which will take a stand 
against the persecution of the foreign born, 
against the deportations and lynchings. 

On to the struggles for the protection of for- 
eign born!

Developing Local Forces 


By CLARA HOLDEN (South Carolina) 

NE of our main tasks is to develop local for- 

ces, so the workers of any given locality will 
be able to become organizers and also assume 
leadership in the coming demonstrations, strug- 
gies and strikes. Out of the many strikes we 
have led, we should now have hundreds of re- 
liable, militant leaders. We have failed badly— 
look at Passaic, New Bedford and Gastonia. and 
the little we have to show in the way of devel- 
oped workers and leaders. There has seemingly 
been a lack of confidence in the ability of the 
workers to assume strike leadership, and also 
to assume responsibility in the every-day .build- 
ing up of our unions, Unemployed Councils and 
; other organizations. 

In times of strife, certain “leaders” stand out. 
But there are many ways in which completely 
“raw” ‘workers can quickly be drawn into leader- 
ship, during the building of our organizations. 
I find that workers assume leadership if it is 
just taken for grdnted that that is their job. In 
establishing locals of the National Textile Work- 
ers Union, or organizing Unemployed Councils, 
I explain at the yery first meeting that they 
must elect a chairman, recording secretary and 
any other necessary officials, explaining the job 
of each. It is a good policy to have a different 
chairman elected at each, meeting, to draw as 
many as possible into assuming this responsi- 
bility. I have never yet known any group of 
workers to refuse these responsibilities—and they 


Always do a pretty good job. 
in the course of meetings, it is good to have 
a5 Many committees as possible elected, to do 


certain jobs, no matter how trivial they seem, 
and as many ‘different workers put on these 
committees, who will later report back. For 


instance, to ngs out the date of a City Council | 
who at 
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the next meeting will report, and action taken 
on the basis of the report. In Greenville, about 
30 different workers have been activized in a 
few weeks in this way. Committees have been 
elected to get the lowdown on the Red Cross; 
Others to get information on real estate sharks, 
so leaflets and attacks on them can be made, 
etc., etc. Being on these committees gives the 
workers a real feeling of responsibility for the 
organization, and it also helps develop them 
politically, and as speakers. One very shy worker 
in Greenville was on a committee to attend a 
certain “Help the Unemployed” racket, called by 
the mayor. When the chairman called on him 
for a report, he was very embarrassed but said 
a mouthful. He said: “There was nothing to 
it.” Next time he makes a report, or speaks, 
he will not say 5 words, but more likely a whole 
lot. 


It can also be taken for granted that the 
spokesmen of the committees will be the elected 
workers, not the full-time organizers. I have 
been on many committees in Greenville with 
workers and they have always been the spokes- 
men in talking to magistrates, city councilmen, 
or anyone else. Qur policy is always understood 
and carried out if a meeting with the commit- 
tee is held before it goes into action. It surely 
is good training for them to speak in the name 
of thousands of workers and make demands on 
the city officials. When our Unemployed Coun- 
cil committee went to the City Council, two wo- 
men members, neither of whom had ever been 
in any labor organization in their lives, were 
elected by the Workers to represent them. one 
to read our statement and demands, and the 
other to give a talk denouncing the stretch-out, 
low. wages and mass starvation. Both took for 
granted, since they were elected that 


was 

their job, and without any hesitation, went thru 
with it. *

in that they plan and coordinate the work be- 
tween general meetings. It should be a specia/ 
honor and privilege to be on the leading com- 
mittees. However, they must never become is- 
olated from the general membership—their de- 
cisions and actions must always be submitted to 
and endorsed by the members. They must reale 
ize that the strength of the organization de- 
pends not on them, but on the masses who 
elected them, and in whose name they function. 


It is very important at meetings, to draw as 
many workers as possible into discussions on 
the problems taken up; ask them for suggestions, 
criticisms, etc. In Greenville, at least 20 work- 


ers, white and Negro, take an active part in! 


the. discussions at all our meetings, among them 
always being several women. 


Women are particularly interested in problems 
of the home—food, clothing, fuel and rent, es- 
pecially when children are involved. Women can 
easily be activized and driven into leadership in 
the Unemployed Councils, where they can see 
something concrete in the demands for relief, 
against eviction, etc. In Greenville we have 12 
women on the City Executive Committee of 34, 
several of whom are more active and militant 
than the men. There are many more women 
than men on our Bratich Executive Committees. 


From the very beginning, the workers should 
be made to feel that the organization is their 
organization—that it is up to them to build it. 
In Greenville, probably 60 Or 75 members of the 


Unemployed Council have taken pads of paper 
and signed up new members. The workers here 
also realize that it is up to them to help or- 
ganize the new neighborhood branches of the 
Unemployed Council, in the different parts of 
the city. It is obvious to them that one full- 
time organizer can’t do all the necessary work. 
At the last branch we organized, which was in 
a Negro section, 6 white and 1 Negro Unem- 
ployed Council member from two other branch- 
es, came to the meeting, spoke and helped es- 
tablish the branch; four of them were put on 
the Branch Executive Committee of 11. It is 
especially important in the South, when white 
workers go to a Negro neighborhood, and help 
organize the Negro workers, 


In Greenville, we have just started. Our first 
outdoor meeting of the Unemployed Council was 
held March 2; our first indoor meting win our 
new headquarters on March 19. On March 30, 
when I left the city our secretary and several of 
the members (and by the way none of them 
Party members) said: “Even if no one comes in 
to take your place while you are gone, we will 
hold our regular mass meetings and Executive 
Committee meetings. When you get back, we 
expect to be able to report a lot of new mem- 
bers and the establishment of some new 


branches.”, 


Workers realize that because of the unbear- 
able conditions, bitter strikes and struggles are 
bound to develop. They realize it is up to them 
to prepare themselves for leadership of these 
Struggles. They are ready to build up and as- 
sume leadership in the day to day jobs of our 
organizations. If we are to have mass organiza- 
tions, we cannot depend on a handful of hand- 
picked outside organizers. To organize and suc- 
cessfully lead mass hype we wnt depend

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Exit Thompson----Enter Cermak

, LECTION DAY is over and the capitalists are 

jubilant. A record breaking vote of 1,200,000 
and a record-breaking majority of 200,000 for 
Tony Cermak, the candidate of the “Péepul’; 
both of “organized labor” and of the Association 
of Commerce, of the small tax-payers leagues 
and of the Big Businessmen Committee, of the 
Ladies’ Peace Societies and of the American Le- 
gion, “Prosperity comes back to Chicago” ex- 
claims a full -page ad of the Tribune and there 
is a favorable reaction at the stock exchange. 
“Chicago has redeemed itself,” writes the social 
demagogue Wallace of the Daily News. “Foreign 
born workers helped to make our city, let us 
show that we are a real melting pot, by electing 
our first foreign born mayor.” Many misled 
workers. of Czecho-Slovak extraction, with the 
dagger of finger-printing and deportation over 
their head, feel proud as ever. Isn’t this a 
Horatio Alger story coming to life, how a mine 
boy—through hard work and sheer ability (of 
real estate speculation and graft) is a rich man 
today and the mayor of the second city of the 
U. S.? Isn’t democracy a great thing? exclaim 
the prostitutes of the press, pulpits and schools. 
Yes, bourgeois democracy, a “paradise for the 
rich—a trap and delusion for the poor.” 

And democracy is working fast. Forty-two 
hours after the closing of the ballots, Cermak 
sits firmly in the saddle. 3,000 Thompson ap- 
pointees discharged and Col. A. A. Sprague, the 
big capitalist, in the office of Commissioner of 
Public Works, is checking up on all contracts. 
Cermak, before the picking of his new cabinet, 
decides on the immediate auditing of books. His 

post election statement is elaborating on the first 
two main campaign planks, crime and taxation, 
but the third one yment, entirely for- 
gotten. Expression of thanks to “our business 
men and great newspapers” but labor forgotten 
again by the one who called upon them, to “work 
for Cermak, he works for you.” And in the 
meantime preparations for a drastic “reorgan- 
ization” of the police department. The small 
bootleggers are cleaning up things, fearing a raid, 
while Capone sits with his six million a week 
business undisturbed. And the acting chief of 
police holds up the application of the Commu- 
nist Party for the May ist parade, because “we 
don’t know what the policy of the new commis- 
sioner will be.” Yes, democracy works very fast. 

Why Change in Mayor? 

Big Bill Thompson, a product of the old Lori- 
mer School of political leaders, the Tweed ring 
of Chicago, has outlived his usefulness. A big 
capitalist himself, surrounded by a group of 
cronies, who were in business for themselves 
first, he was not the ideal man for finance capi- 
tal, which since his first election in 1915, as- 
sumed undisputed control over the city. This of 
course does not mean that he did not sell him- 
self to the highest bidder. During the last year 
of his third and last administration, he delivered 
the $100,000,000 traction steal to Insull. His 
gang, relying upon a strong political machine, 
built upon money, upon the support of Al Ca- 
pone, the A. F. of L. leaders, and the Negro poli- 
ticians with the vest pocket wards, went a little 
too far. Spending money like “drunken sailors” 
they wasted, according to the Herald and Ex- 
aminer, $156,000,000 a year; built up an over- 
lapping system of boards i commissions with 


- 


48,000 job holders, who only one ambition: 
to get rich quick, may the deluge come after- 
wards The tax rate has been raised over 20 per 
cent besides the increase in revaluation. With 
over $600,000,000 debts, the city has been facing 
bankruptcy in 1929. The bankers, led by Silas

years, but a good showman, as he is, he could 
not keep it up for ever. 

His antics against King George, his America 
First campaign, the Circus-Cowboy stunts could 
not fool all the people all the time. The world- 
wide publicity given to Al Capone, the latest ex- 
posures of the unity of the government and 
gangsterdom were also too much to swallow. It 
gave a world-wide bad publicity to the city, 
driving business away, undermining confidence 
and jeopardizing the big world fair of 1933, the 
bootstrap Chicago capitalists want to get them- 
selves out of the crisis and bring back prosper- 
ity. Things went too far and Thompson had to 
be discarded: And so it happened. 

The main opponent on the republican primar- 
ies, Judge Lyle, was too much smeared with oil 
of his former bed-fellow and he couldn’t lick 
Big Bill. The Association of Commerce endorsed 
therefore A. J. Cermak, the boss of the Chicago 
Tammany Hall, a colorless, machine politician, 
without any particular abilities—but a good step- 
ping stone to get rid of Thompsonism. This 
meant the danger of the entire Cook County 
going democratic, but what is after all the dif- 
ference between the two parties? Following the 
primaries, after Mr. Cermak delivered his plat- 
form speech at the City Club, promising the kind 
of administration the bankers wanted, a “non- 
partisan” committee, representing the 59s of 
Chicago was organized for Cermak, which meant 
his election. The boss crackéd the whip and the 
dogs fell in line. 

Durkin, Olander and other gangster leaders of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor organized their 
pro-Cermak Club, the dissident republican chiefs 
all jumped on the band-wagon, Epstein, Al Ca- 
pone’s attorney, spoke for Cermak, all news- 
papers, except the Hearst sheets, were full of 
eulogies for Cermak, full page ads, tons of liter- 
ature, thousands of endorsements. Big Bill was 
raving, he appealed to the “lowest prejudices” 
against the “Bohunk” while Tony calmly dis- 
cussed his issues; lower taxes, more. efficiency, 
better police, bring back business and thus elim- 
inate unemployment. On the eve of the elec- 
tion, a raid on the City Hall, exposing City 
Sealer Seritella’s graft of low weights, which 
costs the housewives $75,000,000 loss a year, and 
this settled it. 

An ideal election weather, an ideal small bal- 
lot of two parties after the Communist Party 
had been_ruled off—and on April 8th Cermak 
occupied the City Hall while Big Bill retired 
broken hearted to his yacht-basin, worrying on 
how to spend during the rest of his life, his 
wealth of several million dollars amassed during 
the years of “public service.”

Cannot Stop Growth of Communism. 


There is a bitter drop in the victory celebra- 
tion of the bosses and this is the protest vote for 
the Communist Party. Spitting their own con- 
stitution and statutes in the face, the Election 
Board and Judge Taylor decided that the only 
party of the working class, which complied with 
all legal requirements, shall not be on the ballot.
